Williams’ announcem ent created a 
sensation when it was told to Rriga- 
dier General lf. H. Denhart who is 
in personal charge here. 
Governor William J. Fields Is leav­ 
ing as soon as possible to come here 
and take complete charge of the In­ 
vestigation and resell** work. Ii** as­ 
serted at hig home. 
Newspaper men were the first to 
suspect all was not well at Sand Cave 
where Collins was imprisoned a week 
ago Friday, according to reports told. 
They ware first 
made suspicious 
by the fact that a leader in early 
operations who posed 
as

close 
friend of Collins is in reality his b i t ­ 
ter enemy and had absolutely refus­ 
ed to permit Ave hard rock miners 
and experienced cave men to go into 
th e pit and rescue him. 
After that he consistently refused 
to go into the pit with a rescue party 
unless he was in the lead, blocking 
with big body all access to the im ­ 
prisoned man. 
He is the only man 
who has seen Collins sine*, he was 
imprisoned. 
He says he went down 
over the last slight drop and u n d e r ­ 
nea th the boulder where Collins Is 
imprisoned. 
Another local story of the investi­ 
gation was that a syndicate of three 
men had been organized to invest in 
the cave as a scenic attraction.
